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REMO BUFANO 


EMO BUFANO is still a very young man. But his career as an impressario 

and puppet master has been long. At the age of three on a rainy night he 
sailed out of the harbor of Naples for America, the land of promise. He 
haunted the marionette theatres that were many in the Italian quarter of 
New York before the days of the motion picture and the nicolette, from 
the time he could walk. He fell in love with the heroine of the ‘‘Orlando 
Furioso’’ legends. ‘So he began to make marionettes of his own at the age of nine so 
that he might have an Angelica that would always be with him. When his charactres 
were assembled and a simple tale of knights and ladies written he began to give shows 
every Sunday in the front parlor. At the first of these he dragged in some of his small 
friends, made them pay three cents to see the show and then locked the door so that they 
couldn’t get out, if they didn’t like it. Here was one manager who was going to have 
an audience at all costs for his actors! After a time these shows were abandoned but 
deep in his brain remained the understanding and love for the marionette and the knowledge 
that one day he would make the marionette just as well known in America as she was 
well known in Italy. 











Then about ten years later when the marionette had been driven out of the Italian 
quarter by the onslaught of the ‘‘movies,’’ a group of Italian boys labored at nights after 
school and working hours constructing marionettes that were like the marionettes they had 
seen in the Italian quarter with a modern touch of their own moulded into the making. 
They made elaborate garments of velvet and tinsel and armour plate for their marionettes. 
They put together a stage with footlights and overhead bridges, a fancy curtain and a 
gaudy front and scenery. La Marionette made her bow one night with quite as much 
grace as she had ever known in either Italy or “‘little Italy.”’ The classic Orlando Furioso 
of Ariosto, as wéll known to the Italian as Shakespeare is to us, was given in its native 
tongue. 


Bufano’s next job was to translate ‘Orlando Furioso’” into English. When this 
was accomplished the play was given alternate nights in English and Italian. Then it was 
that limousines began to frequent the little settlement house on Macdougal Street where 
these shows were given. So the theatre-going public got its introduction to the same 
Macdougal Street that it was later to know so well through the Provincetown Playhouse. 


When ‘‘Orlando Furioso’’ in English proved successful, Bufano was spurred on to 
write other things. He dramatized fairy tales, wrote satires, translated things from 
Moliere and other French authors. During the war ‘“‘Uncle Sam, the Devil, or the 
Kaiser’ was one of the things which he gave at the Thimble Theatre where he gave 
a season of evening performances. 


Hatcher Hughes wrote an engaging pantomine for marionettes suggesting the keynote of 
his play ‘‘Wake Up Jonathan’’ in which Mrs. Fiske starred a few years ago. ‘These 
marionettes made us understand that people are mere puppets and that life in our own 
day it not so different from that in the stone age. These marionettes, showing the ever 
present triangle, during the stone age when strong men prowled about almost like apes 
were the work of Remo Bufano, 


When Mrs. Barker planned her ‘‘Fantastic Fricassee,’’ a revue of a few years back 
at the Greenwich Village Theatre, she called on Remo Bufano. His satire, based on the 
Orlando Furioso legends, and called ‘‘Orlando Furioso’’ became the hit of the show. 


During the following summer this troupe of puppets decided that they would like 
to see New England. So they toured in a Ford Sedan those states which we learn in 
our ‘geography classes are the Northeastern states of the union. They didn’t miss one 
of these states on the way. Six nights a week for two solid months they played in 
our leading summer hotel ballrooms. 
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That fall Miss Helburn arranged to have Mr. Bufano give an informal talk and a 
demonstration with marionettes forthe Theatre Guild subscribers. The idea was received 
so enthusiastically by the subscribers that Mr. Bufano had to return a week later and repeat 
the performance for those people who had been unable to jam in the doors at the first 
performance. j 


When Brock Pemberton planned doing ‘‘Puppets,’’ a melodrama by Frances Lightner, 
depicting life in an Italian marionette theatre, he called in Remo Bufano to make the 
marionettes. The marionette show incidental to the production was worked by Mr. 
ined himself and two of his puppeteers. Thus these marionettes made their Broadway 
ebut. 


Last December “‘El Retablo de Maese Pedro’’ the puppet opera written by Manuel 
DeFalla, the Spanish composer appeared for the first time in America under the auspices 
of the League of Composers, with Mengelberg conducting the orchestra with singers from 
the Metropolitan concealed in the pit singing the roles and Remo Bufano and his marionettes 
in complete charge of the stage. This beautiful musical work gives an account of the 
adventures of Don Quixote de la Mancha where the knight was present at the puppet 
show in an inn. In this Mr. Bufano used life size marionettes which he had made 
especially for this production together with smaller puppets for the pantomine scenes. 
It was the first time that life size marionettes were ever seen in America and I believe 
I am right in saying that it was the first time they were seen in the world. 


Remo Bufano’s marionettes have not overlooked the movies. Last season they invaded 
that field. When ‘‘Puppets’’ was made into a picture starring Milton Sills, Mr. Bufano 
was engaged by First National Pictures to take care of the puppet end of the production, 
Marionettes from the casts of Mr. Bufano’s theatre also made a two reel film called the 
Hungry Dragon, a health picture for the New York Tuberculosis Association. 


While in Paris during the summer Mr. Bufano arranged and directed a pantomine 
operette ““The Oracle Drum” by Julien Freedman. This was given several performances 
in Paris at the Galerie Au Sacre Du Printemps. 


Always in the back of this puppet master’s mind is the thought of establishing a 
permanent marionette theatre in New York. Last Spring he gave a series of Saturday 
subscription matinees that were well attended. Always interested in doing new and unusual 
things, he did an old Punch and Judy play using people in masks and Punch costumes 
instead of puppets. Then he did a new play of Em Jo Basshe depicting the life in 
the algebraic world. They were so convincing as people as well as numbers, Mr. 4 and 
Mrs. 6 and Twin 19 that you said to yourself, that you always knew numbers really 


looked just like that in their own world. 


This season Remo Bufano will produce his Pinocchio which his children audiences 
have been waiting for, for so long a time. He also plans a production of Oscar Wilde's 
“Salome for it has been a theory of Mr. Bufano’s that the reason this play has never been 
successfully given by actors that it is written outside the realm of the actor and in the realm of 


the marionette. 


Perhaps it is well to give you here what comprises the Credo of Remo Bufano. ‘‘The 
marionette is of the theatre, not of the miniature theatre or the little theatre obscure from the 
general public. The place that the marionette has or will have is in the theatre between 42nd 
and 59th Street. The marionette is no newcomer in the theatre. It holds out no threats to 
put thousands of actors out of work. It will come to decorate one of the voids, that dozens 
of managers do not know how to fill. It does not wish to compete with the actor because its 
part is so different. The actor brings us flesh and blood, the marionette plastic materials. They 
both have their fine qualities and the theatre will always keep them both. Where symbolism 
and attificiality is aimed at the marionette has no rival. Just as the cathedral needs both stain 
glass and stone for its makeup so the theatre needs both the actor and the marionette. 
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MR. SHAW ON MR. SHAW 


In the following personal letter, published here with his permission, 
Bernard Shaw discusses his theortes of play craftsmanship, as illustrated in hts 
own works. The letter is a reply to Alexander Bakshy’s analysis of Shaw's 
plays in a book entitled ‘‘The Theatre Unbound,” published in London by 
Cecil Palmer. . 


EAR Mr. Bakshy: 
It is impossible for me to do more than send you a hasty note or two 
on your chapter concerning myself in your interesting and in some ways 


very acute book, ““The Theatre Unbound.”’ 


You will understand that my plays are not constructed plays: they grow 
naturally. If you ‘‘construct’”’ a play: that is, if you plan your play beforehand, 
and then carry out your plan, you will find yourself in the position of a person 
putting together a jig-saw puzzle, absorbed and intensely interested in an opera- 
tion which, to a spectator, is unbearably dull. “he scenes must be born alive. 
If they are not new to you as you write, and sometimes quite contrary to the 
expectations with which you have begun them, they are dead wood. 


A live play constructs itself with a subtlety, and often with a mechanical 
ingenuity that often deludes critics into holding the author up as the most crafty 
of artificers when he has never, in writing his play, known what one of his 
characters would say until another character gave the cue. 


I am not a Rationalist. I began, as everybody did in the nineteenth cen- 
tury, by writing novels. I wrote two (1879 and 1880) within Rationalist 
limits: and the hero of the second was a thorough Rationalist. I then dis- 
covered that Rationalism was an impasse, and that I could not get a step further 
with it. , In my third novel I threw it over completely: my hero was a sort of 
Beethoven. By the time I began writing plays I had left Rationalism far be- 
hind me: what was mistaken for it in my plays was a very vigorous exercise of 
a power of reasoning which I[ had cultivated as a sociologist and economist. | 
could therefore reason on problems from which most writers of fiction took 
refuge in mushy emotionalism. [ did not take refuge with Allah as long as I 
could help myself; but not for a moment will you find in my plays any assump- 
tion that reason is more than an instrument. What you will find, however, is 
the belief that intellect is essentially a passion, and that the search for enlighten- 
ment of any sort is far more interesting and enduring than, say, the sexual pur- 
suit of a woman by a man, which was the only interest the plays of my early 
days regarded as proper to the theatre: a play without it was “‘not a play.” 


Neither have I ever been what you call a representationist or realist. I was 
always in the classic tradition, recognizing that stage characters must be en- 
dowed by the author with a conscious self-knowledge and power of expression, 
and, as you observe with genuine penetration, a freedom from inhibitions, which 
in real life would make them monsters of genius. It is the power to do this 
that differentiates me (or Shakespeare) from a gramophone and a camera. The 
representational part of the business is mere costume and scenery; and I would 
not give tuppence for any play-that could not be acted in curtains and togas as 
effectively as in elaborately built stage drawing rooms and first-rate modern 


tailoring. Even Blanco Posnet and Feemy should be able to hold their own as 
Ishmael and Rahab. 
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You are right in saying that my plays require a special technique of acting, 
and, in particular, great virtuosity in sudden transitions of mood that seem to 
the ordinary actor to be transitions from one “‘line’ of character toanother. But, 
after all, this is only fully accomplished acting; for there is no other sort of 


acting except bad acting, acting that is the indulgence of imagination instead of 
the exercise of skill. 


Again you are right when you say that my technique is classic and Mol- 
ieresque (the Commedia de Il’ Arte was improvised Moliere). Your word 
“kinship,’’ too, to express the relation between me and Congreve and Sheridan 
is precisely correct. We are all three Irishmen: that is all. “They had no part 
whatever in forming my habits. On the other hand, the fact that I was brought 
up on Italian and German opera must have influenced me a good deal: there 
is much more of “I! Trovatore’ and “‘Don Giovanni” in my style than of ‘The 


Mourning Bride’ and “The School of Scandal;”’ but it would take me too far to 
pursue this.

&| the success of a venture depends not only upon the intrinsic value 
of the idea, the Playhouse is endeavoring to interest both grown-ups 
and young people in the project. 





The value of a Junior playhouse is twofold: a foundation is laid, upon 
which the young artist may build his hopes for the future, either as a creative 
artist or as one trained to be discriminating in all phases of the Theatre; then, 
too, the Playhouse benefits from training these young people — genuine talent 
is encouraged and utilized; and at the same time a worth while expression of the 
native energies of the boys and girls is made possible through the medium of 
this training. 


Eventually The Cape Playhouse hopes to sponsor the erection of a “‘sister’’ 
theatre to house the Junior Players. A careful study of the juvenile theatricals 
of the Cape has revealed dramatic talents that, under careful direction, should 
develop into real ability. [he possibilities of expression are practically limitless: 
acting, scene painting, art direction, experiments in lighting, assistant directing, 
writing and staging of plays;—all these phases of the theatre will be at the dis- 
posal of the Junior Players. Of course the realization of this hope depends 
upon the support given by the friends of the Cape Playhouse. 


‘There is a possibility that the Town Hall in Dennis will be utilized for 
a Junior Playhouse until sufficient enthusiasm has been aroused to promote 
a more ambitious program. 


Tentative plans include a production during the month of August. Mr. 
Raymond Moore, who will direct the Junior Players, invites interested boys and 
girls to apply for places in the casts. 


It should be understood, however, that the Junior Theatre will in no way 
conflict with or influence the aims of the Cape Playhouse. Although the Cape 
Playhouse is sponsoring the Junior Playhouse, the two organizations are in- 
dependent of each other. “he former project hopes to develop young aspirants, 
while the Cape Playhouse will adhere to its original policy to present only well 
known professional actors in plays of true dramatic value.
